candidate shall be deemed to have been deleted from the approved list of 
candidates. 


(b) That the appointment is purely temporary and is liable to be terminated at any 
time without prior notice and without assigning any reasons; 


(c) That the services of the candidates shall be regularized subject to his /her 
character and antecedents being found satisfactory on verification as per 
Government Circular Memo No.513/SC.B/1995-1, GA (SC.B) Dept., dated 
17.04.1995, and satisfactory medical report from the Director of Medical Education, 
Vijayawada. 


(d) That the appointment is subject to the result of court cases pending if any in 
APAT / High Court of Andhra Pradesh / Supreme Court of India. The above 
appointments are subject to outcome of SLA (Civil) No.10960 of 2021 before Hon'ble 
Supreme Court of India and also subject to outcome of 
W.P.No's:15750,15701, 15758, 15745, 15844,15765, 15753, 15806, 15757, and 
3079 of 2022 on the file of the Hon'ble High Court of A.P., at Amaravathi. The 
appointment in respect of BC-E candidates is subject to outcome of the writ petitions 
pending before the Hon'ble Courts (a) 2628-2637 of 2010 in SLP. NO. 7388-97 of 
2010 dated 23.03.2010 and also orders from the Government. 


(e) As per the orders of the Hon'ble High Court of A.P., in WA 532/2022 in 
W.P.No.15750 of 2022 and batch, the above candidates shall submit an undertaking 
in duplicate that they will not claim any equities and they will get themselves 
impleaded in the Writ Petitions. (Under taking proforma enclosed). 


(f) The candidates provisionally selected and appointed under ST Quota, shall be 
referred to the Tribal Welfare Department for through verification of their ST status. 


(g) The candidates shall be on probation for a total period of two years on duty 
within a continuous period of three years, from the date on which he / she reports to 
duty. 


(h) That every candidate shall undergo training as per the programme prescribed by 
the Government from time to time. 


(i) That every candidate appointed shall before the commencement of training, 
execute an agreement bond that he / she shall serve the Department for a period of 
3 years, after the completion of training referred. 


(j) They shall be liable to refund to the Government the pay and allowances or other 
remuneration received by him / her in addition to the amount spent by the 
Government on his / her training if he/she: 
(i) fails to serve the Government for a period of 3 years after the completion of 
his/her training for any reasons, or 
(ii) discontinues the training or discharges from training course for misconduct 
or any other reasons; or 
(iii)secures any other employment elsewhere other than under the State 


Government. 


(k) That the period of training shall count for the purpose of probation, increments, 
leave, pension etc. 


(1) | That he/she shall be eligible during the period of training for the initial pay of 
the post with usual allowances as admissible at the place of training. 


(m) That he / she shall pass the tests prescribed in Rule 10 of A.P. Civil Services 
(Executive Branch) Rules, 1992 within the period of probation. 


(౧) That during the period of training, the candidates are eligible to draw the 
minimum of the scale of pay applicable to the Deputy Collectors (ordinary grade) in

3. The above mentioned candidates shall approach the Special Chief Secretary & Chief 
Commissioner of Land Administration, Andhra Pradesh, Mangalagiri along with all the 
original documents in respect of academic qualification, age community certificate of 
exclusion from creamy layer, physical fitness, etc., for verification. The letter dated 
13.07.2022 of APPSC in the reference 2™ read above along with enclosures (i.e., Unit 
List; PDFs application forms & Medical reports; two sets attestation forms for 30 
candidates; and Proforma of Undertaking) in original are enclosed herewith. 


4. The Special Chief Secretary & Chief Commissioner of Land Administration, 
Andhra Pradesh, shall verify the original documents in respect of academic 
qualification, age , community certificate of exclusion from creamy layer, physical 
fitness etc., with reference to the rules relating to the service and entries made in the 
Unit List by the Commission and also with reference to the application be obtained from 
the candidates and verify the same and after verification of originals allot them to the 
districts for the training, other than their Native Districts and issue training 
programme as prescribed by the Government, so as to enable them to submit joining 
report as Deputy Collector to the concerned District Collector and monitor the training 
of the officers. He is also requested to chalk out the programme for foundational and 
professional course of training at the HRD Institute, Bapatla, Guntur District and 
training at the districts allotted (other than Native District) on convenient dates with 
mutual consultation. 


5. The Special Chief Secretary & Chief Commissioner of Land Administration, 
Andhra Pradesh is requested to submit the proposals for fixation of their inter-se- 
seniority vis-a-vis the promotees in due course. 


6. Orders for creation of supernumerary posts of Deputy Collectors to draw the pay 
and allowances by the Probationary Deputy Collectors during the period of training will 
be issued separately. 


7. The Special Chief Secretary & Chief Commissioner to Land Administration, 
Andhra Pradesh is also requested to furnish a report to the Government certifying the 
verification of the original documents prescribed along with their dates of joining as 
Deputy Collector and under taking form, to enable to submit a report to the Andhra 
Pradesh Public Service Commission.
